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The Kwangtung Provincial Government will start a five-year reconstruction 
plan next year. During the first year it plans te sut down the present rice 
shortage by 40%. The following table shows ths total. annual production of 
CPYRGHT 121,845,804 market pleule, This is 19,559,271 plevls short of the normal 
amount consumed anmally in the province. 
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Kast River Districts (Northwest of Carton) 
Because of the drought in the early spring and the continuous rains in the 
latter part of July, rice crops in the East River districts are poorer than 
expected. On 15 July the flood waters rose te the unprecedented height of 
mere than ten feet in this area, Reported flooded were Noyuan (LUA, 23-12) 
Langehuan (315+16, 2in02), Taolung (115-20, 24-03) 5 Rulyeng (Lig-26, 23-05), 
and Pole (ilje17, 25-09}, Reporters eho interviewed the Public Affairs Depart- 
ment and the Tax and Food Control Uffices on 21 July were given the following 
statemant:

b. The provincial government is negotinting for the importation of rice 
from Formosa and Hunan Province » where the harvest is good, 

¢, There have been many shipments of rice from Fuk‘ten to Kwangtung; dis< 
tribution to the East hiver district has already besn made. 

d. Tax for cultivated land will be levied in the usual manner » but a 

50% discount will be permitted to four distriets of Taishan (122048, 22-15) 
and Shunte (113-37, 22-50). 


Syetow Area 


Because of drought in the early spring and the recent destruction by locusts, 
the rice harvest has been drastically reduced in the Chaoyangshien district 
(116-34, 23-17). Consequently, food prices are scaring, Mice prices in Swatow 
were the highest reported in Kwangbung in July. The harvest in Chacan Hsien 
(116~37, 23-42) 4a estimated at 40% of last year's crop. 


The typhoon inflicted severe damage on the paddy fiolds in Hsinhui (113013 » 22-31) ].. 
Because the summer harvest in the area was late, the typhoon hit just ag the 
grain was ripeniig. It 18 estimated that the spring drought and the recent 
floods have cut down the harvest to between thirty end forty percent of its nevmal 
size, or about two and one-half piculs of grain per mow. 


Area South of “uchow 
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Tucheng (111-31, 23~13), Hsinhsing (212-13, 2248), Teching (111-48, 23-08), 
and other places along fhe ives River were under water for a week preceding 
17 August, 


Kwangchouwan Area 


Heavy rains from 11-15 July in Suichi (110-15, 21-23) and the Kwangchouwan area 
have caused the farmers to predict a greatly reducec harvest, 


Zaneshen Area (Northwest Kwangtung) 


After the torrential rains of 9 and 10 July, the river at Yangshan (112-35, 
24-22) suddenly rose from 20 to 30 feet » inundating houses, paddies, and lands. 
Approximately 460 animale were drowned, 809 houses collapsed, 25 bridges were 
destroyed, and 2,000 mows of paddy fields were ruined, The total loss of 

farm products le estimated at $279,486,000 CNC, 
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
